Edward picked the box up 
and took the ltd off to examine the 
contents. 
H e could not tell what it 
contained and so his brother, who 
was 
puffing away on a cigarette, 
looked over his shoulder, 
A spark 
from the cigarette dropped into the 
box and then there was an explosion 
and the brothers were thrown into 
the a5r. The innocent looking box 
contained dynamite caps. 


The brothers were rendered un­ 
conscious by the shock and both lost 
their sight. 
James also lost his left 
hand which was blown to pieces. 
The parents of the boys are dead and 
as they have no means they were 
forced to apply to the State for care 
and shelter. It is one of the saddest 
cases that has been brought to the 
attention of the officers of the home 
for a long time.

T O W N OF B E R K L E Y , G E N T L E M E N : 
With regard to the cost of piping the 
Town of Berkley, referred to Town 
Engineer to estimate the probable 
cost, I have to report as follows: 


The conditions existing in Berk­ 
ley are peculiar, inasmuch as the 
area required to be supplied is so 
m»*«h_ greater than other cities hav­ 
ing the same population, therefore if 
all this area is to have a supply pro­ 
vided for it the cost must be great, 
compared with the number of inhabi­ 
tants supplied. 
I have figured upon 
supplying a population of about 
30,000, distributed over nearly the 
whole area of Berkley. 
It might be 
well, if the Town saw fit, to construct 
a system to limit it to certain por­ 
tions of the Town not otherwise al­ 
ready provided for. 
The reservoir 
should be located in the eastern part 
of the Town, about 500 feet above 
tide. 
If the supply is to be pumped, 
it might be well to have two reser­ 
voirs, ah upper and lower one, to 
avoid pumping the water required far 
West Berkley to the full height My 
calculations are based on one reser­ 
voir.

Doubts of a Suicide- 


BAKERSFIELD, January 7.—On De 
cember 28th Hattie May Winters, a 
sixteen-year-old girl, was found 
dead 
in an attic bedroom of her home, five 
miles west of Bakersfield. Her throat 


was 
cut, there .being two 
horrible 
gashes, one of which almost severed 
the head from the neck and either of 
which was fatal. 
On her hands were 
several small cuts, while beneath the 
body, which lay on the floor, where 
it had apparently rolled from the bed, 


was a bloody razor. 
All the wounds 
were 
manifestly 
made with that 
Weapon. 


The body was found by the girl's 
father, in company with a boy who 


was working with him near the house 
at the time and who had been with 
him ;ll day. 


Miss Winters was the victim of an 
assault by a man named 
Dinsmore 


two years ago. 
He was tried for the 
crime, having narrowly escaped being 
lynched by the angry neighbors, and 


was sentenced to fifty-one years' im 
ptiionment, the evidence being clear 
^gantt him. 


^ Recently the Supreme 
Court 
granted him a new trial because of 
the 
adjournment 
of the Superior 
Conrt for several weeks during the 
first trial to obtain more evidence 
against Dinsmore. 
On the first trial 
Hattie had been subjecied, to a very 
severe cross-examination by Dins 
mare's attorney, and she repeatedly 
said that she would kill herself rather 
than undergo such an ordeal a sec­ 
ond time. 
She also felt keenly her 
position, being shunned by her former 
friends. 
She had often 
threatened 
to the neighbors and others to kil] 
herself. 


All 
these and other 
facts 
were 
brought out at the Coroner's inquest, 
and a verdict of suicide was returned. 
Shortly after, however, rumors were 
set afloat that 
there were circum­ 
stances which tended to throw doubt 
on the suicide theory, and it was 
whispered that it was a case of mur 
der and that the girl's father was pos­ 
sibly the guilty party. 


Last Friday, however, Winters was 
arrested on a charge of murder sworn 
to by a constable, but he was almost 
immediately discharged by direction 


of District Attorney Ahem, who said 
there was ne evidence against him 
Notwithstanding this, however, he was 
again arrested on the same charge on 
Saturday night, and is now in jail, 
without bail. 


A significant 
fact ^in 
connection 
with the case is that the charge 
against Winters is being used in an 
effort to obtain the release of Dins­ 
more, who assaulted the dead girl. 
He has wealthy relatives who have 
done all they could to clear him.
